said Article 1. ? 

Bec, 1. All elections shall te by 
ballot, and every male citizen of the 
United States of the age of 21 years 
or upward, who bas been a resident 
of the State for two years and of the 
legislative digtrivt of Baltimore oity or 
of thegoounty in which he may offer 
to vote for one year next preoseaing 
the slection, and who, moreover, is 
duly registered os a qualified voter as 
provided in this article; shall be en- 
itled to vote in the ward or élection 
district in which he resiaes at all 
elections hereafter to be held in this 
State; and in dase any county or city 
ahall be so divided' us to form por- 
fiona of different electoral districts 
of the election of Representatives in 
Congress, Senators, Delegates or other 
officera then to entitle » person to 
vote for such officer, he mnst have 
“beer a rexident of that part of the 
vlectoral district in which he offers 
to vote, for one year next précesding

Vice-Consul Ernest Sant ot Ml 
lan reports as. follows on the me 
chanical progress of that I[ta}lan‘city 
im fighting fires: 

a first automobile fire engine 

in Milan in the year 1901 was 
a benzine car, 10 horsepower, and 
was fitted with first-aid material and 
with places for four firemen, Theo 
second trial was made with an Am- 
erican car (the Oldsmobile) of 7 
harsepower for the use of the chief 
officers, aud with a Panhard ¢ar for 
four firemen, which was ‘at first: us- 
ed as a’ first-aid car, but was then 
rebuilt into an engine by using tue 
motor of the car when not running 
for pumping purposes. 

In 1906 the fire brigade bought an 
Orion car of Itallan make aud fitted 


it with a piston pump with a deliv- 


ery of 790 quarts of water, and 
driven by the motor of the car when 
not running. These first trials were 
Batisfactory, but their continuance 
showed that some most important 
changes would have to de made so 
as.to get a perfect working of the en- 
gine. 

In 1906 the Milan department 
bought two larga automobiles, Bian- 
chi cars, made in Mijan: These two 
18 and 24 horsepower cars were in- 
tended for carrying the men to ‘fires, 
but ths system was of little value, as 
the crews arrived -so far ahead of 
the horse engines that they had to 
remain idle for some time until the 
lower apparatus arrived. For this 
reason on one of the cars a small 
pump was fixed, worked by the motor 
when the car was not running. An 
Italian-made pump was built espe- 
clally for this service so as to fill the 
smallest possible space, while, being 
a z paras pump, it delivered thè water 

as high as an ordinary fire engine. 
The pump is two feet long, one and 
me-üfth feet wide, and one and three- 
tenths feet high, everything included. 
It has two cylinders coupled together 
with two connected pistons. The 
pump weighs 275% pounds. Starting 
Is effected by the same lever by 
which the motor is worked. The Iu- 
terlocking mechanfsm of the wheels 
during the working of the pump is 
closed in an aluminum bow, with an 
oll. bath, and supported by spherical 
bearings. The disposition of the 
pump is such tiat the car itself did 
not have to be modified in any way. 
The handle for the aspirator is on 
the posterior side, next to the ben- 
cine tank, and the handle fr the 
pressure tube is under the rigtit tor- 
ward seat. The air tube for the 
pressure mechanism is fixed to'a cor- 
aer of, the car.

The Milan ure brigade has also 
experimented recently with a steam 
automobile pumping engine bought 
recently from a firm in Saxony. The 
chassis) a U-shaped frame, resting on 
springs atached to the axles, carries 
the boller, the motor, and the mech- 
anism for the propulsion of the car, 
and for the pump. The rear wheels 
have a diameter of three feet. The 
front wheels have solid India-rubber 
tires, while. the large wheels have 
double solid tires. A speciat 
friction differential apparatus ul- 
lows one wheel to 80 forward 
and the other to work backwards, to 
be gulded' in places where’ the-streets 
have sharp curves. The motor pro- 
pulslon of both the pump and the 
car has two cylinders, with the so- 
called Stephenson disposition. The 
pump is a two-cylinder machine. The 
fuel can be either coal or petroleum, 
but petroleum is found much more 
convenient, as the stoker only turns 
the tap on and the flame js imme 
diately working. The feeding of the 
boiler can be effected, In three ways 
—by the injector, by a bhnd pump, 
and by a special steam pump. There 
are two water tanks, a small one on 
the rear of the engine next to the 
boiler, and a larger one under the 
teat of the chauffeur, 

Five firemen and a stoker can be 
accommodated on the car, which, so 
laden, can run af a mean speej oi 
fifteen and one-half miles per hour. 
although on a smooth road and wita 
üo obstacles in the way of other 
traffic it has run easily at the rate 
of twenty-two miles. Experiment 
have shown that the car can deliver 
950 quarts of water per minute at u 
sufficient height, ‘The mathine when 
running requires 80 horsepower aun 
the pimp 26 horsepower.

SAND ASPHALT ROADS. 


Property Oa ners of Jecksontihle rry- 
inm the Cate alu Plan. 
™ Property. cwnérs ot Jacksonville, 
Florida, Lavé begun trying what uas 
besonie known as the Cali.ornia pian 
of maklog good roads by mixing sil, 
heavy with Asphalt, with the earth 
or the saud vi the highways. These 
proper vers “paid for grating 
about. a mile and a half of coal, 
Walch vaas later scored or furrowel 
dèsaly by a machine having long 
teeth. Iminediaely behind this an- 
chine fciio\ed one wich carriel ‘Le 
oll, which was, heated cnougsh 10 
make it flow freely down into ihe 
little furrows in the sand. Aftor 


that came auether machine having 


long teeth which raked back aud 
forth across the firat furrows, and 
so mixed the warm o and the sand. 

When this operation was con- 
pleted a roller heavy enough to nut 
a weight of 250 pounds to the square 
inch on the road, and studded wiri 
spikes eight . inches long avi 
from an inch a half” to 
two inches in dlameter at 
the base, went repeatelly over zun 
olled road. It is said that tl. 
Spikes ran their whole length int 
the sand in the first rolling, and that 
at each following rolling the splk+s 
sank less and yet less into the row, 
until it became so solid that they 
made no impression upon it, 

It is said that this sand and tha 
asphalt of the oll combine chemical- 
ly to form a coating or surfae og 
which s impervious to wator, hard 
enough to rcolst the wear of heavy 
loadei wheels, the Wash of rains aud 
the ‘pounding of steel-shod hoofs; it- 
so that its color is restful to tho 
eyes of man and beast. 

This experiment with Florida sand 
if lastingly satisfactory, should be of 
much interest and value to peopia 
who uso highways of water wora 
sand, as, for example, the sandy 
roids of the south shore of Long 
Island, of the western and the north 
ern shores of the Lower Peninswia 
of Michigan, and many other plac’s 
in this country, It is declared that 
such’ olled roads may be made a: 
small cost.—Good DT .ads Magaziue.

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CRANE FOR SILAGE CART. 


With This Devic 


ca Boy Can Handle 
a 200-Pound Load.. 


I have a plan for, handling silage 
whore the silo is some distance from 
the feed-way which will interest otb- 
ers who have Wie same difficulty to 
contend: with. As shown in the Il- 
lustration a sweep has been arranged 
wita a tackle at the end for lifting 
a car bodily from the ground ana 
swinging it arouni to the feed plat- 
form. 

The sweep is a 2x6 made of any 
sultabie length. In our case we use a 
16-foot sweep, It is hinged to the 
barn about 10 f et from the ground 
witb two ordinary gate hinges. The 
rod which supports the outer end is 
fastened to the barn by means of 
an eye bolt, thus leaving the crane 
free to swing either way. 

The cart box is 6 feet long, 2 1-2 
feet wide, and 2 feet. deep. Tne 
top board which is 8 inches wide, is 
made to flare out as shown in tae 
Mustratlon, so s to ‘increase the 
capacity of the box. 
floor is 2 1-2 feat above the ground 
so that we fixed the platform the 
same helgit in front of the door. 
The cart lands on this platform and 
may be wheeled inside. 

To operate this cart by the craue

This difficulty can be ovur- 
come only by a bunch of neighboring 
farmers combining in the purchase 
und uge of the more expensive im- 
plements, or by the land-o\ ners Heu- 
viding them for the use of tennnis 
and charging a reasonable sum for

“One follacy,” he sald, is that 

besf ten ly nourishing. It is nothing 
but water in which pleasant and ex- 
ullerating meat salts are dissolyed. 
You. would starve to death on beef 
tea, the same as on whisky or on 
coffee.

Hence it is of no 
use whatever as a guard. against 
cold. 

“A third fallacy is that one egg 
contains as much nourishment as a 
pound of meat.

Growth of Finger Nalls. 

It is well known that in certain 
diseases there are very marked va- 
riations in the growth of the finger 
nails, both in length and thickness. 
Recently a Japanese scientist has 
been making a study of the varta- 
tions of the thickness of the hair. 
He finds that the hair is influenced 
by the health much as*the nails are 
and that anything which Jowers the 
general health of the subject tends 
to decrease the thickness of the hair. 
Thus the length of the affected part 
or the thinner portion of the hair 
will give an idea of the duration of 
a malady, and even of slight afeco- 
tions. The variations are more 
strongly marked in the case of 
coarse-haired races than of Others. 
Provided the hair had never been 
cut, the subject would have his path- 
ologic history written, so to speak, in 


4 capillary terms. 


Latest in Rallroads. 
.-Hochstauffen, near Bad Reichen- 
hal}, in Germany, will soon have one 
of the most peculiar railways in the 
world. It will run up a steep moun- 
tain side, and will be operated by a 
balloon. The mountain is so steep

“* Parlor’ Matches Seid To Kil 500 Wo- 
men Aid Children A Year. To Make 
Dresses Fireproof. ‘Safety’ 

Match Bi Urged. « 


The parlor match burns to death 
500 women and vhildren a year in the 
United States,“ said State Fire 
Marsbal Lloyd T. MaocGill. Contina- 
ing he said; 

This does not inolude mothers who 
died from having their olothing 
ignited while trying to save their 
burning children. The number of 
buildings tired by children with 
matches waa 9,260, but, comparatively 
this seems unimportant. The mortal- 
ity is greatest in children of 4 years 
of age. Five sixths of those who 
suffered death in this most horrible 
form were vhildren playing with 
matches which had been left lying 
aboot and the remainder women 
whose clothing was ignited by glow- 
ing sticks or fying match heads. 

“The liability of the cottons, from 
which the clothing of women and chil- 
dren is largely made, to take fire and 
burn them to death deserves general 
and serious consideration. A pro-

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of a Revolver. 

An interesting novelty that haa 
been recently introduced into the 
German army is a revolver which 
fires illuminating bullets. The weap- 
on has the general appearance of the 
regular service revolver, but is larg- 
er in calibre and in general dimen- 
sions. The bullets, after belhg fired, 
became highly illuminating, The 
discharge is practically noiseless; the 
bullet rises about a hundred yards 
and has a range of about the same 
distance. Wherever the bullet a- 
lights the landscape is lit up as bril- 
Hantly as by daylight for about half 
€ minute. This enables attacking 
troops to reconnoitre effectively, and 
readily to detect the presence of an 
enemy. On falling to the ground 
or on buildings these illuminating 
bullets do not wet fire to combustible 
objects, and they are therefore not 
dangerous to use in localities where 
fire might be as dangerous to the at- 
tacking troops as to the enemy.— 
Washington Herald. 


Divers As Diamond’ Diggers 


Divers work as diamond diggers in. 


South Atrica. They work in icy 
cold water and slack darkness. About 
three and a half miles down the 
river trom Klerksdorp a wire rope 
is stretched across the Vaal River 
from the Transvaal to the Orange 
River Colony side, by means of 
which a large scow is placed in mid- 
stréam, where the divers descend and 
work in from 48 to 52 feet of water.

SELNCTING A DAIRY COW. 


THe. Milk / Producing Type is Anyi: 
* n and Loose-fointed. 


Awhile there way be 10 infallible 
rule By which a en dan be | gov- 
erned in Selecting d highwlass dairy 
cow, there are many points that will 
assist, and If- carefully considered, 
Will prevcx.t disappolnfinent as a 
rule. member that. w cow. is s 
machine and is intended to, change 
the different products dn which she 
is fei into something of more value. 
There are two distinct types of these 
machines. Oné manufactures or 
converts feed into beel; tlie other 
into milk. MTWere is a very decided 
and pronounced difference in the 
type of the animal that makes beef, 
and the one which manufactures 
milk. In the dairy, type we have un 
animal that is; angular, thin, some- 
what loose-jointed and with promi- 
nent bones. She is wedge-shape 
from the front and with a lean head, 
moderately long face, ‘slightly disn- 
ed and a general contented expres- 
sion of the features. The muzzle is 
large, mouth large, nostrils wide 
and open, a clear, full bright eye, a 
broad, fulf and high forehead, ears 
medium size, fine texture, covered 
with fine hair and orange-yellow in- 
side. The neck is thin, moderately 
long with little or no dewlap and the 
throat is clean. Wide space be- 
tween the jaws, the withers lean ang 
sharp, the shoulders lean and oblig:ie 
and the chest deep and wide which 
indicates vigor and constitution.— 
Field and Farm. 


White Scours Among Calves. 


This dread disease needs lots of 
study. All sorts of theories are pro- 
pounded as to its cause, says Hoard's 
Dairyman. It is generally thougut 
to be due to external infection taken 
through the naval cord. But no 
matter what the theory be or what 
is done to prevent its deadly effact 
it still does its work. 

Where cows give very rich miik 
the first milking is at times so heavy 
in butterfat, as to cause very serious 
disturbance in the bowels of the 
calf. Added to this, this milk some 
times contains a ptomaine poison. 

Milk fever is now shown to be 
due to ptomaine polsoning and is 
cured by pumping air (oxygen) into 
the udder. Possibly many cases of 
sc-called.white scours are caused by 
the same toxic conditions of the first 
milk. It would be interesting to 
know whether calves from cows thut 
have not been dried off ever die of 
white scours, 


* 
When Butter Will Not Gather, 


When butter will not gather the 
difficulty can be traced usually to 
advanced lactation or too low a tem- 
perature of cream. The milk from 
one cow long in lactation Is suffic- 
fent to spoll à whole churning. The 
viscosity of such milk renders atp- 
aration of butter fat slow and im 
perfect. It often happens lui- 
ing the winter months chat 
butter, or cream rather, wiil 
break or separate into -small 
particles which often refuse to ad- 
here or gather in spite of all coax- 
ing. The only remedy iş to rawe 
the temperature of the whole mass 
up to the proper degree. In this 
work the dairy thermometer is ai- 
most indispensable, as it will save 
much time and worry. t the churn 
lu a revolving one and the creaja 
just breaks into minute particles, ro- 
fusing fo gather, then add warm wa- 
ter to that used in rinsing the put- 
ter until it reaches about 64 degrees. 
The butter particles will generally 
adhere after a fw revolutions of the 
churn, Trouble of this kind can be 
Srotce: Before attempting 0 
churn the Frexm should be tastes 
until 64 degrees is reached in win 
ter and should de emosth aud yor 
vety and have the fequirea d 
of avidity. If this degree ot N 
fa not imparted to cream by thetoms | 
perature of the room in which it is 
kept then it can be raised to the 
right degree by setting thé Cream jar 
or can iu a larger one containing 
warm water. 


Winter Dairying. 


We admit that it costs a little more 
tc ‘keep cows during winter than 
summer, but results of hundreds of 
dairymen show that when cows 
come fresh early in the fall or to- 
ward the latter part of the summer, 
it they are properly cared for 
they produce more milk or butter 
for the year than if they freshen in 
the spring about the time grasa be- 
gins to start. This together with 
the better price obtained for the 
products n winter rendera profits | 
from winter dairying much larger. 
Furthermore, winter Valitying 1 
more pleasant than summer datryiug.

He would be 
ashamed to own to himself that he 
had fixed such a standard for him- 
self, The right standard to take is 
to choose the very best, and to tr: to 
the utmost to live up to that stan- 
dard.— Philadelphia Ledger. 


Manufacture of Candles. 

Although the use of candles for 
domestic illuminating purposes 18 
declining, there still exist in Belgium 
three important manutfactartes. 

Materials used there in the manu- 
facture. of candles are stearine, 
stearic acid and paraffine: Important 
quantities of church candles, short, 
medium and very long, simple and 
decorated, are also manufactured In 
Beigium. About nine-tenths of the 
general output fs exported. Thus ft 
is shown that without the export: 
trade the manufacture of candles in 
Belgium would practically be aban- 
doned. 

Candies are moulded by machin- 
ery. The machines are of German, 
French and English origin, the Ger- 
man made machine preddminating. 
The capacity of machines in use va- 
ries from eighty to four hundred 
moulds. Average daily production 18 
about thirty-five thousand pounds 
for each factory. 

The candle industry in the Vene- 
tian provinces is a comparatively im- 
portant one, The statistics for the 
port of Venice show that the exporta- 
tion exceeded the importation by 
about $210,000 in the calendar year 
1904. Large quantities are. also 
shipped to other parts.of Italy, of 
which there is no official record. Al- 
together the field is a fair one fon 
exploitation by manufacturers of 
candle making machinery, although 
it Is a fact that the rapidly extend ng 
use of electricity, even in small vil- 
lages, correlatively reduces the more 
primitive methods of Illumination. 


Put Money Where it Grows. 

A young bond salesman for a New 
York house intervfewed the late 
Marshall Field in the spring of 1905 
With a view to selling him a number 
of gauranteed bonds, yielding a little 
less than 4 per cent., says the 
World's Work. - 

“Young man,” sald Mr. Field, 
“you are only wasting my time and 
yours. I like your bonds. When the- 
trustees of my estate come to invest- 
ing the interest on my investment I 
hope they will buy that kind of

The Servilia’ pearl given by Julius 
Caesay to Brutus mother was sald to 
have been worth $175,000, saya Lon- 
don Tit-Bits, For a pearl an inch 
in diameter a Persian shah of the 
seventeenth century is said to have 
paid $320,000, The pearl market is 
somewhat lower nowadays, but price 
are still high enough to make diving 
profitable. 


The era of naked divers exposed ws 


to peril: from sharks has passed | the 
atay. Modern progresa equips the 
pentier with a suit of india rubber, 
copper, breastplate, with. leaden 
weights back and front; helmet, siasa 
panelled and with télephonic attach- 
ments; air pipes, life lines and a 
submarine searchlight..Thus equip- 
ped. the wear diver may: sijend aix or 
eight hours at the bottom of the sea, 
whereas in olden times three minutes 
made a record. 

Although pearls are, foünd in near- 
ly all mollusks and even in anivalves 
Uke the Australian hallotis, a kind 


of barnacle, true pearls are produced 


only by the pearl oyster or mother 
of pearl shell. The latter is really 
the. diver’s. bread’ and butter. The 
shells are as big as dinner plates and 
welgh two pounds when cleaned 
They fetch from 8500 to $760 a ton. 

The ancient fisheries were chiefly 
in the Indian Octan and Persian Gulf 
but nowadays the best pearls come 
from Ceylon and from Australiau 
waters, especially Torres Struits. 
Pearl fishing in Ceylon is a govern- 
ment monopoly. in March the dee. 
etarts for the pearling grounds, each 
vessel with twenty or thirty ders 
and their assistants. But the nead- 
quarters of peariing are tc be founa 
in the desolate country extendiny 
from Exmouth Gulf to King Sound, 
in Western Australia.

The lugger has a low freeboard to 
the diver with nis heavy dress 
and gear to be <asily bauled op 
board. He carries a net holding the 
shells with him, and when thir is 
full he has it hauled up so that ge 
himself may run no NIisk of entong- 
ling life line or air pipe. 

When the pearler works at, say 
twenty fathoms he moves easily, not- 
withstanding his forty-pound boots. 
amid groves of coral trees, interiac- 
ed with fluttering, fern-like plants. 
among whose branches swim gorge- 
ous tropical fish and sinister, water 
snakes, which seem to reseut the ſu- 
trusion of #0 strange a monster, ` 

A good day’s work is «anything 
more than two hundred pairs otf 
shells. The business is absolutely 
speculative, One diver may gather 
ton after ton of shells without se- 
curing anything» of greater. value 
than a few seed pearls, while an- 
other may take a fortune out in s 
day's gathering. 

The most famous peur}: discover- 
bd in Australia of late years is known 
as the Southern Cress. Tt- consists 
of a cluster of naive peurla in the 
shape ot a cross.

New Facts, About Pompeii. 

The question whether Pompei! 
‘was a seaport in the strict sense of 
the word, says Harper's Weekly, or 
‘whether it was separatu from the 
ben by a strip of land, was @ived de 
facto in 1879 by a cetwork of 
trenches opened by Ruggero across 
the disputed district. It was ascer- 
itained,on this occasion that the story 
Ot a three-masted ship, in fact, of the 
flagship of. Pliny, alleged to have 
been found near the farmhouse of 
Messigua in 1833, was absolutely 
groundless. The masts, seen and de- 
acribed by the naval architect Gius- 
epre Negri; were simply trunka of 
cypress trees. 

Many such trunks of cypresses 
have been found since. They meas- 
ure, as an average, m. 1.42 In cir- 
cumferénece, m. 0.47 in diameter, 
which seems to be the proper size for 
a tree 40 or 45 years old. Their 
roots are are still plantec in the an- 
tique humus of the mouth of the 
Sarno, whereas the trurks are em- 
bedded in the laplli of the eruption 
of 79. 

With the help of these fossils re- 
mains the lint of the ancient sea- 
coast has been traced from Torre 
Annunziata to Castellammare, cross- 
ing the River Sarno 3,000 feet above 
its present mouth. The picturesque 
rocks of Rovigilano, the petra Her-

more likely to wilt under too much 
heat. 

It pays to have a system in taking 
of the crop. Planted as | have des- 
scribed, the middle plant in each | 
square should be cut first, then two 
of the corner ones, By so doling 
room will be made for the setting of 
a tew plant in the middle of each 
aquare rst; following which the 
space will be made clear for the new 
plants when the ecrner ones are re- 
moved. Absolutely no time will then 
be lost in any part of the bed. 

This system should be remember- 
ed for under the best of conditions 
some loss must be expected from 
burning and rot. The former gives 
more trouble in January and later, 
and least in December when the 
sun’s rays are of sufficient strength 
to be dangerous. Lack of warmth 
from the sun, however, makes rot- 
ting to be more feared, and to guard 
against this the soil should not only 
be sterilized throughout, but care 
taken to keep the temperature even 
and not too high, From 46 to 60 de- 
grees is a safe heat in which to grow 
lettuce, thpugh it will sometimes. do 
well in a higher temperature, and of 
course increase-in size a great deal 
faster. It takes too much coal, how- 
ever, to make it profitable to run 
a high temperature, even if soft coal 
is used, which is the kind to buy as 
it la the cheapest. It is best to pro- 
ceed carefully and on a small scale 
at first in taking up lettuce culture 
under glass, for then one can feel his 
way, as R wers, and find out, for 
certain whether he is making a safe 
venture before he geta fn sò deep that 
he cannot extract himself, financially, 


without heavy lous.

Delegate Ernest B. Timmons,” of 
the Wicomico delegation, Shas a bill 
before the General Assembly which is 
of oon ider@ic interest to the grow- 
ers ulld trackers of Wicomico County.

be readily and easily read and seen 
on the same, before such fruit, fruits 
or vegetables shall be offered fürgahip- 
ment or sale, and if any shipper or 
seller shall fail to comply with the 
provisions of thin section, he, she or 
they shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall pay 
a fine of five dollars, Said fine to be 
applied to the Publio Schoo! fand for 
comion county. But nothing in 
thia Aot shall apply to hackaters sell- 
ing in quantities leas than a fall paok- 
ago."

“THE LINGUISTIC ANARCHISTS. 
— 


Fricks to Attratt Attention by Eecen- 
trie Phrases any Forms. 


It is in the. literary language that 
the iinguistic anarchist is mos} fre- 
quently met with, claims the Forum, 
and there he Is a clearly defined ty pe. 
Failing to arrest attention by the 
quality of his thought or the charm 
of his expression, he forces himself up- 
on our notice by shocking our sense 
of that which is becoming and nor- 
mai in language. He depends upon 
a dult linguistic moral sense in, his 
readers for the acceptance of what- 
ever is novel and striking in language 
as permissible or even artistle. Un- 
fortunately hia, faith is oniy too often 
justified by the result. Tnat which 
at iiret seems a wahton piece of re- 
volting, violence comes to be endur- 
ed, then accepted, and even in the 
end regarded as admirable. As Bage- 
hot remarks in his study of the poetry 
of Robert Browning, when “we put 


|) down a healthy, instinctive aversion, 


nature avenges herself by creating an 
ungealthy, insane attraction.” 

This healthy, instinctive aversion 
every sensitive reader must frequent- 
ly feel toward the language in which 
Browning's poetry is written, toward 
those pecullarly Browningesque fea- 
tures of style which have contributed 
so much to the growth of tne Brown- 
ing cult. Our objection is not that 
this poetry has style, that it is indl- 
vidual. Its fault is that it has too 
much style, that it is too individual 
and that it does not sufficiently take 
Into account the persons to whom it is 
addressed. The author lays violent 
hands upon the language for no other 
reason than that he has some priate 
purpose to accomplish. Tals appears 
in wilfully obscure syntax, in the un- 
usual value and collocatign of words, 
sometimes humorous but (not always 
appropriately so. But above al! it 
appears in rhyme, for here, besides 
the usual feeling for language. tiere 
is a special language convention that 
may be violated, the convention of 
rhyming. These grotesque rhymes, as 
they have beeh called, arc scmetimes 
appropriate to the subject “r e 
the poems in which they occur; but 
that their use is not dependent upon 
any such consideration ie evidenced 
by such poems as “Count Gismoid,’’ 
“The Grammarian’s Funeral,“ and 
many others, Where they are alo- 
gether out of place. They are cheap 
sensational tricks, linguistic contor- 
tions, gone through with to make tne 
dull reader “gape and admire. Only 
one who had lost or who had never 
had any sensitiveness to the order and 
the fitness of language could ever be- 
come enamored of such vicious crea- 
tions. 

Ano.her obvious instance of the lit- 
erary linguistic anarch is to be found 
in Whitman, in whom disregard of the 
traditions of language is sometimes 
taken as merely part of a general dis- 
This, 
however, is too extreme a statement of 
the case. It has been shown with a 
fair degree of certainty that Whitman 
was not wilfully inconsiderate of law 
and order, that he thought he had 
before him the vision of a larger a 
than has been revealed to most men. 
a constructive philosophy of life which 
the diligent and the sympathetic mav 
read in his verse. But granting this. 
in hig choice of a means whereby to 
voice forth this philorophy of life. 
Whitman has fallen into a serious ec- 
onomic error. He has made the mis- 
take of centring attention upon nis 
form much to the detriment of his 
matter. For besides the strangeness 
of the thought even the sympathetic 
reader is confronted by an added and 
a considerable impediment in the out- 
landishness of the expression; only 
after the shock of surprise has passed 
away, after the linguistic misdemenn-' 
ors have been forgiven and forgotten, 
can the thought receive full juatfce. 

Numerous examples of tuese stumb- 
ling blocks will come readily to mind. 
We cannot quote illustrations of his 
monstrous seritence structure, but in 
vocabulary we have such creations as 
“iWteratuses” (plural of literatus), 
“eivilizee,”" “discorrupt,” “‘cool-fregh- 
ing breeze,” “me melted-word with 
sweat.” Whitman also frequently uses 
French and Spanish words. whether 
in correct or incorrect forms matters 
not to him, and he does tais not be- 
cause the French words are elegant 
or are necessary to express a subtle 
meaning, nor even as is sometimes 
said because he holds the tneorv that 
the Ameriaan population is heteroge- 
neous and therefore American authors 
should use a polyglot Vaeabulgry. 
Trench, Spanish, Polish and all other 
outlandleh words without restriction; 
hs does it merely because the use of 
these foreign words is striking ana 
unexpected. If we add to our last 
such horrid Latinisms and Gallicismu 
as “O me imperturbe.” “I have not 
the dencatesse of a diplomat” and oth- 
ers of thelr kind, we certainly justi- 
fy the statement that Whitman naa 
little respect for the language in which 
Sa wrol dis style la GOL Gus ‘34 
tf the scholar’s care or of the nice dis- 
crimination of the literary artist. He 
in merely gunning for attention with a 
big gun. We say the phrases or words 
ure in bad taste; but they are worse 
than that, they are Intentionally ob- 
wtrusive and offensive.

England, of which King Ed wurd VII. 
is the head, Is Mrs. H. V. Jackson, of 
Inane, Roscres, County Tipperary, 
ireland, and East Orange, N, J. 

The horse which the English turf 
experts, with one accord, acclaim the 
king of all race horses, on form, is 
Velocity, who crowned his remark- 
able turf career by’ defeating in 
handy style. for the great Doncaster 
Cup th» greatest horses of England 
and France, 

It is now conceded by English turf- 
men that the greatest two horses are 
Velocity and Orby, the latter owned 
by Richsrd Croker. This reluctant 
admission has only been Wrung from 
the Englishmen, who are, more than 
anything jealous of their prestige on 
the turf after one of the most re- 
markable racing campaigns in Eng- 
lish history, when they have been 
forced to see their own colors low- 
ered in the great Derby and the: 
equally coveted Cambridgeshire in a 
single “season by 
horses, the champion in the first 
great stake being Richard Croker's 
Orby, while the Cambridgeshire was 
one of the many trophies won this 
year by Mrs. Jackson's Velozity, 
whos? owner has the distinction also 
of being the first woman in Eng- 
land te win the Cambridgeshire. 

No one is more proud of the re- 
markable career of Velocity thau 
King Edward, who has been a wit- 
ness of all his great victories and a 
liberal backer of him every time he 
has started. 

Velocity won for his fair owner 
$112,000 in purses alone, while she 
and her friends have won large sums 
in wagers on his remarkable perfor 
mances, Immediately after the Don- 
caster Cup race Mrs. Jackson was 
offered £25,000, or $125,000, for 
Velocity by the representative of 
the Argentine Governmeh:. This was 
almost .equivalent to the horse's 
weight in gold but the tempting 
offer was refused, as Velocity was 
then only five years old, and, as he 
comes of a stock that has scored Its 
greatest performances in the aged 
class, Mrs. Jackson was unwilling to 
cut short his great racing career. 
Her refusal to do so won her much 
commendation from the turfmen of 
England, who expected that next 
year Velocity would perform even 
greater wonders on the turf than ae 
bas accomplished up to th.s thue. 

Mrs. Jackson, who was ‘formerly

u Somerset Sold 10 A 8 To A Southerner. One 
Of The Most Noted Ptantations of 
‘ Golonial And Historic Days 


»The J. W. Funk Co, Real Estate 
dealers, et Denton, Md., have sold to 
Mr, John Hallburg, of Lexington, 
Alabama, Kingston Hall,“ an his- 
toric old plantation on the Anne- 
messer River, in Somerset Oounty, 
owned by Rev. A. H. Holloway, of 
Salisbury. 

The sale of Kingston Hall, bgings 
to our mind the numerous historio 
iucidents, connected with the old 
place, not generally known, perhaps, 
to the majority of people in Somerset 
Oounty, In the year of 1769, While 
America was still ander British rale, 
King George III, then ruler of Eng- 
land, granted to an English nobleman 
Sir Thomas King, a lot of land oon- 
taining 1200 acres, in the colonies, 
sitaated on the Annemessex River, in 
what is now Somerset County, Mary - 
land. Two years later, Sir Thomas 
King came to America, and took 
possession of the lands granted to him 
by the King.. Bringing with him 
bricks, stone and other building ma- 
terial from England, on a beautiful 
hill, washed by the waters of the 
Annemessex River, he érected a hand- 
some old Colonial Mansion, coutaining 
about twenty rooms, where with his 
servants and slaves, his horses and 
hounds, he lived a lifo of luxury, 
king supreme of all he viewed.

It is in this dint of possession (iat 
we detect the underlying cause of 
the change in quality or flavor; prob- 
ably at no other moment either be- 
fore or afterward, are -necessary and 
luxury go happily blended. | From 
that time forward, even among the 
best regulated and least fashionavie 
families, the caress, as an inevitable 
consequence of frequency and easy 
acquisition, gradually simmets down 
to an inoffensive but somewhat per- 
functory evidence of frelnaliness.
